SOUTH SHOWS BEST GAINS 


Smallest Comes from New England— 
Underwriters Unwilling to Fore- 
cast for Rest of Year 


NEW YORK, July 20—With hardly 
an exception, the semi-annual state- 
ments this year of companies writing 
fire and collateral insurance lines will 
show a marked gain in premium in- 
come over the returns for the cor- 
responding period of 1919, the increase 
in certain offices being fully 50 per cent. 
While a gain in income is reported 
from all sections of the country, the 
largest percentage apparently comes 
from the South, and the smallest from 
New England. The explanation of 
this generally reported experience is 
that the business in the New England 
field had its great expansion during the 
war period, when manufacturing plants 
cf almost every character were worked 
to full capacity, and when the federal 
government required all establishments 
with which it had contracts to carry 
100 per cent insurance of every charac- 
ter, the absence of which in the event 
of loss might embarrass continued op- 
erations. 

Great Development in South 


_On the other hand, the South, hav- 
ing comparatively few manufacturing 
endustries, did not profit materially 
from appreciation of values in such 
direction; its development resulting 
principally from the added worth of 
its agricultural products. The high 
prices obtained for the great. staple 
crops of cotton, tobacco, sugar and 
tice, and especially “from the first 
named, was a boon to the South and 
brought a great deal of money into 
the territory.

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TO CLEAR CUBAN SITUATION 





Committee of American Companies Is 
Formed That Will Have Voice 
on the Island 





NEW YORK, July 20.—As a result 
of conferences of American companies 
operating in Cuba held in this city, 
steps are being taken to put the busi- 
ness on more substantial basis on the 
island. W. F. Dunbar, manager of the 
Southeastern Underwriters Association, 
who visited Cuba in the interest of the 
companies and brought about confer- 
ences between British companies and 
Cuban companies, made a_ report. 
There was a reorganization of the As- 
sociation of Fire Insurance Companies 
in Cuba. He submitted the proposed 
constitution and by-laws and_ these 
were approved in substance. They had 
been formulated by the other interests 
in Cuba. The control of the associa- 
tion, however, is taken away from the 
Fire Offices Committee in England and 
is made a company organization with 
local control. There will be an equit- 
able rating system established. Provi- 
sion is also made for inspections and 
proper underwriting practices. At the 
meeting here it was decided to form a 
committee known as the Cuban Com- 
mittee of American Companies. There 
are 11 American companies regularly 
entered in Cuba. The business in Cuba 
has been dominated by British com- 
panies and the result has been that the 
company groups have been in keen 
competition.

Expenses on the Increase 


If there has been a slight decrease in 
the loss ratio since Jan. 1 the same can- 
not be said of the expense element of 
the business; increases for. salaries, 
rentals, travel, printing, taxes and the 
hundred and one outlays of fire insur- 
ance companies tending to an ever ad- 
vancing expense ratio. In fact, it is 
figured that the added costs have fully 
kept pace with the growing income, and 
that the companies will derive no advan- 
tage in their expense accounts from the 
additional premiums. 

The average rate thus far in 1920 will 
probably be slightly less than that for 
last year. The carefully tabulated ex- 
perience of one progressively managed 
office shows a falling off of 6 cents upon 
each $100 in the average rate in Cali- 
fornia, Idaho, Louisiana, Michigan, Mon- 
tana, New Jersey and South Carolina.

NEW YORK, July 20.—Aircraft in- 
surance, though written in ever in- 
creasing volume, is still in the experi- 
mental stage in this country, and un- 
derwriters are feeling their way very 
cautiously in that connection. At the 
present time less than a dozen com- 
panies are insuring aircraft risks, 
though others are known to. be fol- 
lowing closely its development with 
a view to entering the field later. The 
Queen, which pioneered in the busi- 
ness here and is entitled to a high 
degree of credit for it, has had a rather 
discouraging loss experience, and is 
now accepting aerial risks very guard- 
edly. 


Association Is Organized

panies writing aircraft insurance a 
short time ago organized the National 
Aircraft Underwriters’ Association with 
headquarters in this city, enroll- 
ing as its active members the follow- 
ing named offices: Aetna Casualty,

A frequent 
cause of loss is the persistence of 
aviators in continuing the loop-the- 
loop and other acrobatics when fly- 
ing at low altitudes, the distances not 
affording sufficient time to start stalled 


engines, and_ resulting in ground 
crashes, usually with serious results. 
It has been further proven that 


cross-country flying is far more pro- 
lific of losses than is traveling in lim- 
ited areas. To meet this condition 
the companies charge an _ additional 
premium when the flying area exceeds 
50 miles from the hangar. 

Again, the loss experience varies 
according to the type of machine and 
the motor used, and both are factors 
taken into account in rate-making. The 
prevailing rates for the collision haz- 
ard range from 11 to 15 per cent, and 
the fire hazard from 4 to 5 per cent, 
the latter figure holding where rotary 
motors are used. The period insured 
for is six months. 


Keep Record ef Aviators 


As the measure of hazard in air- 
craft insurance is determined very 
largely upon the experience and _ skill 
of the pilots employed, the associ- 
ation plans a very careful record of all 
aviators, and will grant a certificate to 
such who meet its rigid requirements. 
Just what the latter are may be learned 
from the association blank, a copy of 
which reads:

FIREMEN ON STRIKE 


MEMPHIS DEPARTMENT QUITS 


All But Chief and Three Assistants 
Walk Out—Volunteer Fire 
Fighters Organize 


MEMPHIS, TENN., July 21.—The 
entire fire department, with exception 
of Chief Fitzmorris and three assistant 
chiefs, walked out last Thursday noon. 
The firemen demand increased pay, 
which was impossible without state leg- 
islation, Memphis being under a com- 
mission form of government, salaries of 
municipal employes being fixed by the 
state legislature. The situation, while 
acute, is not alarming. Two hundred 
and thirty-eight firemen left their posts, 
which were immediately filled by vol- 
unteers. The city now has 40 experi- 
enced men enlisted and expects to 
have the entire quota complete within 
two weeks. Numerous recruits are be- 
ing accepted and trained under the su- 
pervision of Representative Wold of 
the National Board. There was a fire 
Thursday night following the walkout 
in the cotton offices of Sledge & Nor- 
fleet, on South Front street, which 
might have resulted seriously. How- 
ever, the volunteers after a good fight 


to $10,000 loss. 
Situation Well in Hand 


There were two incendiary fires which 
were promptly extinguished and Satur- 
day the warehouse of the National Bed- 
ding Company was struck by lightning. 
This fire was extinguished with about a 
$15,000 loss, with $50,000 to $60,000 in- 
volved. The situation has been reported 
to the National Board, which will prob- 
ably take no action as to rates, etec., un- 
less present conditions continue. 

Indefinitely companies are taking no 
action and there have been no cancella- 
tions. While there was some stimulus to 
insurance business during first day of the 
strike any evident panic seems to have 
disappeared and there is no noticable 
increase. Conditions are now normal. 
The salvage corps has remained on the 
job and are answering all calls. The 
heads of labor councils from the east 
meet in Memphis tonight and will prob- 
ably decide if there will be general walk- 
out in sympathy. 


Refuse to Recognize Union 


With striking firemen the city com- 
missioners unequivocally refuse to recog- 
nize the union. City employes and strik- 
ing firemen will not be reemployed in 
any capacity. Four.companies of militia 
are doing duty and are to answer all 
calls where needed and will probably 
patrol districts where large values are 
concentrated, There are numerous fake 
calls, all of which are investigated be- 
fore the firemen of militia turn out.

During the past six months a number 
of. strong foreign and domestic com- 
panies have greatly increased their line 
commitments, and are now freely issuing 
policies many times the amount of those 
formerly written. In turn they are se¢k- 
ing treaty connections so as not to be 
caught with excessive net liabilities im 
the event of fire. 

Use and occupancy insurance continues 
to gain in popularity and while under 
writers fully appreciate the uncertainties 
now existing in the financial and induv 
trial world, they feel that all 
safeguards have been thrown about tht 
business, and are not exercised as to B 
future. They recognize that the banking 
interests are watching the general 
ation very closely, are curtailing @ 
credits and doing all within their powe 
to compel a reorganization of industries 
along orderly instead of upon drasti¢ 
lines.

FLAWS IN NEW POST. 
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INSURANCE TAX SUITS 
ARE FILED IN CHICAGO 


First Lot Against Mill Mutuals— 
Stock Company Claims Await 
Court Decision 





REPORT ON WRONG FORM 


Effort Made to Collect Back Taxes on 
Reinsurance, Marine, Automobile 
and Other Premiums 


The first smoke from the smoldering 
tax claims against insurance companies 
at Chicago became visible this week 
with the filing of 19 suits against the 
mill mutuals for failing to file tax re- 
ports for local taxation under section 
30 of the state law. Enormous claims 
against the stock companies are being 
formulated, but will await a decision of 
the state supreme court in October. 

H. B. Seeley, formerly active in op- 
position to insurance companies on rate 
matters, when George H. Holt was stir- 
ring up the animals, has been delving 
into tax matters, and with A. W. Bulk- 
ley, special insurance tax: attorney of 
the City of Chicago, will endeavor to 
collect back taxes on reinsurance pre- 
miums as well as marine and automobile 
and other premiums of fire companies 
heretofore omitted or deducted from 
reports for local taxation at Chicago. 

Mutuals Resist Tax 


The suits against the mutuals are for 
failure to report to the assessors on 
form No. 16 of the state tax commis- 
s.on, which is a special form designed 
to bring out the information on which 
aclaim for greatly increased taxation 
can be made. Ths form was published 
rather late and practically all the stock 
companies reported on the old form. 
The mutuals sued are the group repre- 
sented by Charles F. Kent at Chicago, 
known as the New England mutuals, 
and they refused to make any report at 
all, claiming they are not subject to the 
local tax. The suits are in the form of 
an action of mandamus, with a demand 
for penalties for failure to file. States 
Attorney Hoyne has joined in the suit, 
as he is the only official who can sue for 
penalties, 


Big Questions to Supreme Court 


The big questions, however, will come 
up before the supreme court in October 
on a complaint filed against the returns 

by the stock companies. for the 
current year. This complaint was filed 
with the board of review and joined in 
by the attorney-general and is expected 
te open the whole question of what is 
taxable under section 30. It goes di- 
rectly to the supreme court and the rul- 
ing of that court on the returns for this 
year will apply, it is alleged, to previous 
years. When the supreme court lays 
down the principles applicable to the 
tax, the collection of back taxes will be 
taken up. This method is expected to 
result in speedier action and a great 
saving in labor compared with suits 
against the individual companies, as the 
Points will be decided before the 
records of the companies are gone over, 
and only the points allowed by the su- 
Preme court will need to be covered in 
the examination of the books. 


Threat to Stock Companies 


The suits against the mutuals are 
more or less of a threat to the stock 
companies, if they faif to file new re- 

on form No. 16. This form, when 
Prescribed by the state tax. commission, 
etame the legal form and. the informa- 
ton it brings out will facilitate a test of 
the theories contended for by Messrs. 











Seeley and Bulkley. The companies, 
in filling out form No. 16, do not admit 
any of the contentions, but are com- 
pelled to set forth their own. The form 
calls for an exhibit of all premiums for 


_each agent, and then the claims for de- 


ductions. The points that will be raised 
are numerous and every one means a 
gouge at the purses of the companies. 


Many Contentions Raised 


Some of the contentions are as fol- 
lows: 


1. The reports of net income must be 
made by the local agent, that is, the 
one writing the policy, or if made by 
the general agent they must show the 
business of each agent separately, so 
that the various towns will get the 
benefit of the tax. Heretofore all the 
returns have been assessed in what is 
known as the South Town, but have in- 
cluded premiums written by agents in 
Hyde Park, Lake View, ete. Thus all 
the local taxes have gone to the South 
Town. 

2. As the reports must be made by 
the policy-writing agents, or for them, 
it is contended that no deductions can 
be made except those within. the 
knowledge of such agents. The law 
calls for a report of net income by the 
agent. This would practically make the 
monthly balances the sum to be re- 


ported, thus excluding deductions for 
reinsurance and also the small per- 
centage heretofore permitted by the 


board of review for share of overhead 
or home office expenses. 


Going After All Premiums 


3. It is claimed that the practice of 
reporting fire premiums only is wrong, 
and that marine, automobile, sprinkler 
leakage, etc, must be included. De- 
mand will be made on the casualty com- 
panies for the collision part of the 
premium on automobile policies. 

4. Not only premiums on Chicago 
business, but all premiums written by 
Chicago agents, it is contended, are sub- 
ject to taxation in Chicago. This ap- 
plies particularly to marine business. 
Thus if a Chicago marine agency covers 
a consignment from Peoria, for example, 
to Liverpool, it will be claimed that 
the premium must be reported for taxa- 
tion in Chicago, even though the ship- 
ment never comes within 100 miles of 
that city. 


Double and Triple Taxation 


5. Premiums received for reinsurance 
will be alleged to be taxable, even 
though the original premium is reported 
by the local agent without deduction. 
It is declared there is nothing in the 
law to forbid double or triple taxation, 
and claim will be made for the tax 
even on retrocession premiums. It is 
even claimed that premiums on treaty 
reinsurance can be taxed because the 
act of the agent in Chicago brings the 
treaty into effect. It is pointed out 
that such premiums are reported to the 
siate as Illinois income. 


No Concessions to be Permitted 


6. The practice of the board of re- 
view in allowing one-fourth or one-third 
off the face of the net income, on the 
ground that the full return is excessive 
when compared with assessments on 
other personal property, will be at- 
tacked. It is claimed that the law 
leaves no discretion to the board, but 
simply provides that the net income 
shall be spread on the assessment roll. 

7. Opposition will be offered to the 
deduction of return premiums on policies 
cancelled short rate. It is admitted that 
pro rata return premiums are deductible 
from net income, but it will be claimed 
that in retaining the short rate the 
company retains a provision for ex- 
penses, including taxes, and therefore 
should be compelled to pay the tax. 


Stung by Retaliatory Law 


8. Taxes paid to the state under re- 
taliatory laws will be objected to as 
a defense to the Chicago claims. Under 
the retaliatory law, companies must pay 
to the state the same rate of tax on 
premiums in I}linois that is exacted in 
their Home states from Illinois compan- 
ies, but are allowed to deduct local 
taxes, such as those in question at Chi- 
cago. The Chicago tax, as contended 
for by the tax ferrets, is expected to 
run higher than any premium tax im- 
posed by the retaliatory law. In other 


words, if returns in past years had been 
made in Chicago on the basis now con- 
tended for, the local taxes would have 
exceeded the rates under the retaliatory 
law, and there would have been nothing 
payable to the state, 


However, by fol- 


lewing the custom in making returns at 
Chicago, the companies had to pay a 
comparatively small tax there, but were 
eompelied to pay the balance to the 
state under the retaliatory law. Taxes 
paid voluntarily are said not to be re- 
coverable, and if the contentions of the 
tax ferrets are sustained and the local 
tax largely increased on the business 
of past years, it is alleged that no credit 
will be allowed for taxes paid to the 
state. 

9. Back taxes will be followed up for 
all the years that each company has 
written business in Chicago, or back to 
the time the tax law was passed.

SPRINKLER FORMS UP 
AT JOINT CONFERENCE 


Agreement Is Reached on Import- 
ant Matters at Meeting 
Held in Buffalo 








TO BE AN ANNUAL AFFAIR 





Advantage of Free Discussion of Prob- 
lems Over Correspondence 
Shown at Gathering 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 20.— Mat- 
ters of pronounced importance to sprim- 
kler insurance writing companies were 
determined upon at the joint conference 
here of representatives of the Sprinkler 
Leakage Conference and the Western 
Sprinkler Leakage Conference. 

Types of forms for the following cov- 
erages were approved: Building and 
contents; contents; warehouses and 
bleacheries, and a new alarm service 
warranty. In addition three new types 
of use and occupancy forms were passed 
upon, and a revised use and occupancy 
rate rule adopted. 

Adjustment was made of credits for 
coinsurance, allowing greater discounts 
for the higher percentages. Use of the 
pro rata distribution clause, it was. 
agreed, would be made mandatory upon 
all percentages of insurance under 25 
percent and would be waived beyond 
that figure. 

Committee Considers Changes 


A committee made up of T. H. Smith, 
C. H. Osborn, J. Harvey Patterson and 
W. F. Rembke was named to consider 
changes in the present damagability 
classification. Their recommendations 
will be reported at a subsequent date. 

Within a short time a bulletin will be 
issued to all membership companies ad- 
vising in detail of the action taken at 
the joint conference and notifying of 
the date upon which the new rates and 
rules will become operative. 

The Eastern Conference was repre- 
seted by Messrs. Patterson, of the Auto- 
mobile; Brink, Westchester; Hepp, 
Home; Crain, United States; Johnson, 
North America, and Nourse, Northern 
of London. The Western contingent 


embraced Messrs. Smith, Hartford; 
Parker, Western Actuarial Bureau; 
Thiemeyer, North America; Varley, 


Springfield Fire & Marine, and Sonnen, 
St. Paul Fire & Marine. T. H. Smith 
acted as chairman of the meeting. 


To Be Annual Affair 


This is the second year in which the 
sprinkler leakage men have conferred 
jointly, and with such favorable result 
that an annual meeting is likely to be- 
come an established feature of the busi- 
ness.. Experience has proven that a far 
clearer understanding of the problems 
confronting both conferences can be 
had through a free discussion such as 
was held here than is possible by cor- 
respondence. 

The Sprinkler Leakage Conference 
has jurisdiction over the entire East and 
South, save Louisiana and New Hamp- 
shire, and also over the Pacfic Coast, the 
organization formerly existing in the 
latter territory having been dissolved 
several years ago. The Western Con- 
ference supervises the Western field.

MUCH TROUBLE WITH 
PARCEL POST CLAIMS 


Difficult to Get Replies from Post- 


office Authorities to Inquiries, 
Agents Say. 





LETTERS NOT ANSWERED 


Lack of System Evident, Both in 
Safeguarding Packages and in 
Investigations 


Now that the insurance agencies are 
selling a large amount of parcel post 
insurance, particularly since the failure 
of congress to appropriate money for 
paying government parcel post insur- 
ance claims some time ago resulted in 
more stock company business, insur- 
ance agents have come into contact 
with the postal service in a way which 
is causing them to criticize the service 
severely. Appropriation has now been 


made for paying parcel post insurance 
claims now and government claims can 
be paid. 

It is always necessary for the user of 
parcel post when he insures with a 
stock company to file a proof of loss, 
which among other things shall show 
that the parcel sent out has not been 
received and that an effort has been 
made by the postoffice department to 
locate it. It is easy enough, say agents, 
to get sworn statements from the party 
to whom the goods is sent that the 
goods have not been received, but it is 
extremely difficult to get the post- 
masters or their forces to handle in- 
quiries, tracers and letters promptly. 
One agency has in its files a case which 
has been followed up since March 6, 
this year, without result because the 
postmaster does not answer promptly. 
A tailoring company also showed from 
its files that it was having difficulty in 
getting necessary responses. 


Filing Parcel Post Proof of Loss 


In filing the parcel post proof of 
loss it is necessary to show a copy of 
the invoice certified by the insured, the 
report on a postal tracer, a completed 
proof and a duplicate of the label. 
The label must not indicate on its 
face what was in the package. It is 
in complying with the requirement for 
a postal tracer that agencies and users 
of the parcel post are having difficulty 
when they want to collect their insur- 
ance. . 

Difficulty in getting replies from post- 
masters has become so serious in one 
city that users of the parcel post are 
beginning to send complaints to Wash- 
ington. 


Not Investigated to Limit 


It is also believed by some that the 
government does not investigate to the 
limit stealing of parcel post packages 
as it should. Formerly it was a com- 
mon saying among the people that 
when anyone stole as much as a 2-cent 
stamp from goods belonging to or un- 
der the care of “Uncle Sam,” the gov- 
ernment never let up until the criminal 
was caught and punished. But this feel- 
ing, some believe, is disappearing, as 
thousands of parcel post packages dis- 
appear and seemingly no results have 
been obtained in the way of detecting 
and punishing those making way with 
the articles. Tailoring companies par- 
ticularly have difficulty, possibly be- 
cause their goods are readily put to use 
without being subject to easy and rapid 
identification. 

One agent declares that he thinks the 
insurance companies err in believing 
that large packages of great value are 
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are small packages of little value. The 
experience of his client, he says, is just 
the opposite, that is, their losses occur 
almost entirely among small packages 
and they have very few if any losses 
on large packages of great value. 


Safeguards Left to Postmasters 


Methods of guarding against stealing 
of parcel post packages in the post- 
offices of the country seems to be left 
to the discretion of the local postmaster, 
In one large postoffice, a watchman is 
employed whose duty it is to guard 
against stealing of these packages. He 
is supposed to know the clerks in the 
office, so as to prevent anyone walking 
in, picking up and walking away with 
packages. This would be entirely pos- 
sible, said this postmaster, without the 
watchman system, for any man walking 
in with his coat off could mingle among 
the clerks, who might believe him to 


would think nothing if he would pick 
up a package and walk away with it. In 
this same postoffice, one man gives one. 
half of his time entirely to instructions 
of shipping clerks in offices and plants 
using the parcel post explaining to them 
correct methods of wrapping, address- 
ing and mailing. 

Weakness of System Admitted 


While the volume of parcel post pack- 
ages stolen is no doubt greater than it 
was two or three years ago, this volume 
does not show an increase in propor- 
tion to the increase of total parcel post 
business. The parcel post business, 
started in 1913, has revolutionized the 
work of the postoffice department, as 
the government has practically taken 
over the delivery of small and medium. 
sized packages from the express com- 
panies. The postoffice department Says 
that the casual mailer has the most 
difficulty losing his packages. It js 
admitted that the lack of a government 
agency to follow up letters written to 
postmasters to see that these are 
promptly handled is a weakness in the 
postoffice department. The postmaster 


day would come when the department 
would permit the postmaster, particu- 
larly in the larger cities, to adjust parcel 
post losses and handle the payment of 
claims, thus avoiding some of the de- 
lay in government parcel post insur- 
ance. 


Fear Change in Valuation Basis 

Insurance company executives are 
somewhat concerned over the suggestion 
that the insurance commissioners may 
change the basis of valuing securities in 
connection with the annual statement 
for the past year and may call for mark 
in valuation. In the present condition 
of the money market the real worth of 
securities is by no means reflected in 
current quotations and unless there 
should be a substantial recovery in the 
investment market in the next five 
months, which is hardly likely with @ 
presidential campaign under way, such 
a change would be a very serious matter, 
especially for the fire companies, as the 
great majority of those offices have been 
increasing their business very rapidly, 
piling up reinsurance and other reserves 
and comparatively little to surplus at 
counts. It is hardly believed that the 
insurance commissioners will make any 
such rules as has been talked of quietly, 
as any embarrassment to the insurance 
companies of the land would be felt very 
keenly by business interests generally.

WORK IS REORGANIZED 


MARYLAND MEN ENTHUSIASTIC 


State Association Launches Campaign 
to Put Organization Before Every 
Agent and Public 





BALTIMORE, MD., July 16—A 
statewide campaign that will put the 
organization not only before every 
agent, but also before the public, was 
determined on at a get-together meet- 
ing of the Maryland Association of In- 
surance Agents here today. 

The meeting was the first since June, 
1919. Although the membership num- 
bers 92, only 14 attended. But every 
one of the 14 was imbued with the de- 
termination that the association should 
become a real organization. 

President Howard Jackson, in call- 
ing the meeting, announced that he in- 
tended to put it squarely up to the 
members whether they wanted to con- 
tinue in existence or not. But Mr. 
Jackson never had a chance of asking 
the members whether the association 
was going to peter out for from the 
minute the meeting was called to order, 
first one and then another member was 
springing to his feet with some plan 
for arousing interest. 

Take Up Fire Prevention 


W. W. Baldwin, Baldwin & Frick, said 
the organization must be placed before 
the public. He declared the public did 
not even know there was such an or- 
ganization in existence. Mr. Baldwin 
suggested that the organization get be- 
hind a movement for a State Fire Pre- 
vention Day. He declared that if a 
member in a country town were to get 
behind this movement, the other agents, 
realizing that it was a live movement 
and was attracting the attention of the 
public, would come to the conclusion 
that it was to their best interest to join 
the association. A committee will be 
appointed by President Jackson this 
week to get the movement in working 
order. 

H. Holland Hawkins, delegate to the 
mid-winter convention at Richmond, 
ealled on the association not to lag in 
the national association work. 


Bennett Address Makes Hit 


Walter H. Bennett, secretary-treasurer 
of the National Association of Insur- 
ance Agents, made a short, forceful ad- 
dress in which he pointed out why the 
association should do its duty. Mr. Ben- 
nett dwelt on the plan of the National 
Association to raise the insurance busi- 
ness from a barter-and-trade plane to a 
profession. 

“You don’t see or hear,” he asserted, 
“of physicians or lawyers going to the 
other fellow’s clients or patients and 
soliciting their business. Why?  Be- 
cause theirs is a profession.” 


Interest in New Law 


One of the members declared that the 
Maryland agents needed something to 
wake them up. There was no mutual 
competition in the state to worry them; 
no idealistic state-fund workmen’s com- 
pensation dreams to combat. But the 
state agents have just learned that 
something was put over on them at the 
recent legislature and that had the as- 
sociation been working, this would not 
have occurred. The agent referred to 
the bill passed declaring that all pre- 
miums must be paid within 60 days and 
that the agent could not accept any non- 
interest bearing notes; that if he did so 
he would be violating the non-rebating 
law and would be open to prosecution. 
He asserted that the time was coming, 
and it was not far away, when the 
Maryland agents would need to band 
together and fight to the last ditch. 

W. W. Alexander, of Poor & Alexan- 
der, then suggested to the meeting that 
the association be separated for the time 
being into the various branches—fire, 
casualty, etc—and that a committee be 
appointed from each line to get all the 
agents in that line and then to merge 
the various lines into one strong or- 
ganization.

HOME DENIES CASUALTY MOVE 





Officials of New York Company Say 
They Have No Intention of 
Establishing Annex 





NEW YORK, July 20.—Emphatic 
denial is made by officials of the Home 
of the reputed purchase by the company 
of the majority stock of one of the 
long-established and_ well-conducted 
casualty companies of the country. Every 
once in a while the story that the Home 
planned to follow the example of the 
Hartford and certain of the British fire 
companies and launch a casualty annex 
gains currency and results in numer- 
ous overtures to sell such corporations 
being made to its management. None 
of the reports has been founded upon 
fact. Some day the conditions may 
prove such that the officials will seri- 
ously entertain a casualty company as- 
sociation, but there is no thought of 
doing so at the present time, the man- 
agement of the Home being fully occu- 
pied in handling the rapidly expanding 
business of the parent corporation and 
of its various subsidiary enterprises, all 
of which are in flourishing condition, 
The Home has an arrangement with 
the Standard Accident of Detroit, 
whereby it is enabled to offer complete 
coverage under its automobile policies, 
and it would be in such direction, if at 
all, that the great fire company would 
be interested in organizing or purchas- 
ing a casualty institution. 

One of the banking firms of this 
city, which holds several thousand 
shares of stock in a prosperous casualty 
corporation, approached two leading 
fire companies, also of New York, 
offering to get control of the casualty 
office for their account. Neither cared 
to negotiate their respective manage- 
ments not being convinced that the 
suggested arrangement would inure to 
the advantage of the fire business. 

An objection offered by fire under- 
writers to embarking in the casualty 
line is the extravagant salaries they 
would be forced to pay to gain the 
services of casualty men of requisite 
talent in comparison with those for 
which they could hire men of equal or 
greater capacity in the fire line. This 
feature is known to have proved a dis- 
turbing element in the staffs of com- 
panies controlling both classes of insti- 
tutions.

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Factors in Underwriting Profit 


THAT was an interesting conference re- 
cently in New York between committee of 
the NATIONAL CoNVENTION OF INSURANCE 
CoMMISSIONERS and special committee of 
the NATIONAL Boarp called together to dis- 
cuss what constitutes reasonable under- 
writing profit for fire companies and the 
methods for calculating such profit. It is 
certainly desirable to have a clear under- 
standing of this question. There has been 
much difference of opinion, much friction 
and much bitterness because ‘insurance 
commissioners, companies and state au- 
thorities have different methods of cal- 
culating profits. 

Capital invested in fire insurance is en- 
titled to a return. That is acknowledged 
on all sides. Unless this were the case, 
capital would not be attracted to fire in- 
surance investments. Fire insurance is a 
hazardous line of investment because of 
the conflagration hazard. Stockholders 
have been called on in the past to restore 
the shattered fortunes of their companies 
because of large disasters which wiped 
the surplus or greatly depleted it. It 
may well be acknowleged that returns 
on fire insurance capital should be 
higher than in other lines where the 
hazard is not so great. 

At the New York meeting progress was 
made in determining some of the factors 
used in calculating underwriting profits. 
For example, all agreed that a term of 
five years should be the minimum period 
in any calculation. In addition it was 
agreed that earned premiums instead of 
written premiums should be used and 
that and incurred 
expenses used instead 
and expenses as has been 
argued by some commissioners. This was 
the position taken by the NATIONAL Boarp 
in its recent presentation of the case, and 
it impressed all hands as being reasonable 
and fair. The companies had a united 
mind on factors and while there 
was some discussion on part of. the com- 
missioners they yielded.

the commissioners, Jas. R. 
Younc of North Carolina, stated that the 
public at large and some commissioners 
felt that the insurance companies were not 
frank in furnishing information as to their 
financial transactions because they feared 
that if they did tell the truth the public 
would immediately set up a clamor for 
lower rates. To this statement the com- 
pany representatives took emphatic excep- 
tion saying that all the information that 


the commissioners desired had been given 
and that figures spoke for themselves. 
One important point discussed at the 
conference was what should be considered 
a proper conflagration fund. Some sug- 
gested 5 percent of the annual premiums. 
It was finally agreed that for the purpose 
of determining the experience of any par- 
ticular state, the first million dollars of 
any conflagration occurring in that state 
should be charged against its experience 
and the balance charged against the -re- 
serve fund. The conferees agreed that a 
conflagration should be considered to be 
any fire where the loss exceeded $1,000,000. 
It was stated at the conference that if 
the states supervising fire insurance rates 
allow but a 5 percent profit on underwrit- 
ing and also exact a 5 percent conflagra- 
tion fund the returns would not be suffi- 
cient for the smaller companies. The 


There were three young men in the 
western department office of the Penn- 
sylvania Fire at Chicago under former 
Manager Charles H. Barry that gradu- 
ated into field work that have made 
much of themselves.

Mr. Wallace therefore 
spent 25 years of his service with the 
Pennsylvania, which is a long period 
with one corporation. He began as an 
office boy in the western department 
Jan. 1, 1895. He showed an aptitude 
for his work and became an examiner 
and later Cook county special agent. 
On Jan. 1, 1903, he was sent into the 
field, traveling in Wisconsin and IIli- 
nois, and a year later was assigned to 
Wisconsin alone. He had the confi- 
dence of his superiors and he was al- 
ways loyal to the trust reposed in 
him. 

For six years he served as secretary 
and treasurer of the Wisconsin Field 
Men’s Club. He was one of the organ- 
izers of the Blue Goose and served two 
terms as most loyal gander of the Wis- 
consin Pond. It is a coincidence that 
in going with the Niagara he becomes 
associated with old-time friends, all of 
whom traveled in Wisconsin in years 
gone by: President O. E. Lane, Vice- 
president B. M. Culver, Assistant Sec- 
retaries Henry J. Zechlin and J. H. 
MacFarlane. Mr. Wallace is one of the 
big men in Wisconsin and his influence 
has always been used to promote good 
practices. 





large companies, the underwriters said, 
get the better selection of business and 
would earn a larger percentage of under- 
writing profits. 

Commissioner DonaLpson of Pennsyl- 
vania made an interesting observation 
during the conference stating that his ex- 
perience showed him that it was not the 
public or the premium payers that were 
making complaints about high rates so 
much as the agents and brokers. In com- 
petition the agent or broker desires to 
get a line away from someone else and 
hence raises the cry of too high rates and 
tries to beat them down. This is cer- 
tainly a very serious reflection on the 
agency forces of the country. Of course, 
if this be true, the troubles of fire insur- 
ance are due to the people in the business 
themselves. 

Some other points were raised in the 
conference, one being whether interest 
earnings on premium reserves should be 
considered in any formula for reaching 
underwriting profits and also whether the 
interest on the conflagration reserve fund 
should go back to the policyholders, and 
be reflected in the rates by being assumed 
to be underwriting profits. 

This conference was a far-reaching 
one and the progress made is com- 
mendable. Much grief will be wiped 
out if the commissioners and com- 


panies can come on a common ground | 


on this question of underwriting profit.

CHICAGO BROKERS LICENSES 

The city collector’s office at Chicago 
is sending notices to various insurance 
offices, notifying them that the new 
brokers’ ordinance is in effect and that 
all persons affected must take out a li- 
cense at once.

ASSEMBLY RECORD VALUABLE 


Hudson Motor Company Has Discon- 
tinued Helpful Service, Result of Dif- 
ferences With Insurance Companies 


Automobile underwriters are hoping 
that the present attitude of the officials 
of the Hudson Motor Company may be 
somewhat modified and that the Hud- 
son will not permanently discontinue 
its system of marking and _ record- 
ing cars. Hudson Motor officials are 
very much dissatisfied with the man- 
ner in which the new analytic system 
of rating was put into effect and seem 
to feel that their two motor car 
products, the Hudson and the Essex, 
are being discriminated against so far 
as rates are concerned. They take the 
position that automobile insurance men 
did not co-operate with automobile 
manufacturers in framing the new rates 
and putting them into effect. 

The Hudson car is marked in ten 
places. A complete assembly record of 
every car is kept at the Hudson plant in 
Detroit and this department alone, it 
is understood, costs $18,000 a year to 
keep in operation. The officials of the 
Hudson plant are reported to have said 
that this department has been discon- 
tinued and that the Hudson Motor 
Company will cease to co-operate with 
automobile insurance companies, be- 
cause the companies have failed to co- 
operate with them. 

The theft record on Hudsons has 


been iavorable. The companies have 
been able to co-operate closely with the 
Hudson factory and nearly all Hudsons 
stolen have been recovered, The 
elaborate system of marking has been 
of great assistance. An automobile 
thief may be able to eradicate six or 
seven secret markings, but where there 
are ten, one or two may be overlooked 
This has been the case with the Hud 
son. If this system of marking and 
recording all cars manufactured is pet 
manently discontinued, the theft record 
on Hudsons will certainly mount.

The annual meeting of the National 
Association of Live Stock Insurance 
companies is being held in Chicago 
this week.

The companies writing live stock in- 
surance have done a good business this 
year and the experience has been about 
normal. Through the association the 
companies are now able to offer to 
breeders a very much improved live 
stock insurance service. At the meet- 
ing this week ways and means of 
working out plans to further improve 
this service were discussed. On the 
closing day of the meeting there will 
probably be a banquet and officers for 
the ensuing year will be elected. A 
special committee on hog insurance was 
appointed at the last meeting and its 
report will be heard on the closing 
day of the convention.

VALUES IN HIGH BRED HOGS 








Live Stock Insurance Companies Find 
This a Very Lucrative Field for 
Their Operations 





Recent hog sales throughout the west 
show that the prices for pure breed stock 
are still high and there seems to be 
no indication of any decline. .A num- 
ber of the live stock companies now 
are writing pure breed stock and making 
money on it. As is known, every live 
stock breeder takes short-term insur- 
ance during his sale period, that is 45 
days before the sale and letting it run 
a month after the sale, assigning a 
policy to each purchaser of an animal, 
The policy is written in blanket form 
and then the live stock company ar- 
ranges to have individual policies at 
hand for the purchasers of each animal, 

Very frequently arrangements can be 
made at the time of the sale to extend 
the insurance. Pure bred hogs are run- 
ning as high as from $500 to $3,000 in 
value. Stock breeders find a ready sale 
for their animals as the farmers are 
Usually 
the live stock companies have their 
own special men handling the so-called 
sales stock, but the regular local agents 
could easily take care of it if they 
would make a study of the subject. 
Cholera losses on pure blooded iogs 
are almost unknown. This is because 
the farmers see to it that the hogs are 
vaccinated and that the vaccination 
“takes.” 

According to one authority there 
have only been three deaths of cholera 
in registered hogs within the last ten 
years. Most of the losses on sale poli- 
cies come from the transportation, or 
from diseases taken while the hogs are 
being carried to the destination.

LIABILITY OF COMPANIES 

IN USE OF LOCK CLAUSE 

Question—I have a customer whose 
automobile policy contains the lock 
clause. The owner keeps his car in a 
public garage. The proprietor of the 
garage requires all his patrons to have 
their cars unlocked. If his car is stolen 
from the garage, is the insurance com- 
pany liable? 

Answer—Authorities differ somewhat 
on this question, showing that a dispute 
may arise as to liability. It will, there- 
fore, be the safest plan to endorse the 
policy, permitting the car to be un- 
locked in the public garage. A public 
garage usually has watchman’s service 
and is supervised. If a car is taken 
out of such a garage, even while un- 
locked, the courts would probably hold 
for the owner. One leading automobile 
authority, however, states that in his 
opinion the company would not be 
liable if a car were taken out un- 
der such circumstance. He states that 
his company has had some losses of this 
character in which there was consider- 
able controversy, resulting in a 50 per- 
cent settlement. The locking device 
endorsement used by companies means 
a 15 percent reduction in premium for 
the theft coverage. This reduction is 
allowed on the ground that the car 
will be kept locked when not in use. 
The standard lock endorsement that is 
now used by most companies reads as 
follows: 

In consideration of the reduced pre- 
mium rate at which this policy is writ- 
ten and subject to all its other terms, 
conditions, limitations and agreements, 
it is warranted by the assured that the 





automobile insured hereunder will be 
continuously equipped with a locking 
device KNOWN AS ....cccccccccccvvcccees 
(approved by the Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters and bearing their label). 
The assured undertakes during the 
term of this policy to use all diligence 
and care in maintaining the efficiency of 
said locking device and in locking the 
automobile when leaving same_ unat- 
tended. 
LOSSES ALWAYS SETTLED 
ON PRESENT DAY VALUES 
Question—In 1915 a public school 
building was built at a cost of $100- 
000 at which time approximately $60, 
000 fire insurance was taken out on the 


building. 
In 1917 the insurance was increased 
to $80,000, 80 percent coinsurance

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BLAZE WAS EXTENSIVE 
BALTIMORE HIT BY BAD FIRE 


Oil Tank Was Struck by Lightning at 
Wagner’s Point, Resulting in 
Heavy Loss 


BALTIMORE, MD. July 20.—A bolt 
of lightning which struck a tank of oil 
on the plant of the United States As- 
phalt Refining Company, Wagner’s 
Point, yesterday afternoon, resulted in 
the largest and most spectacular fire 
Baltimore has witnessed since the fire 
of 1904. It is estimated that the loss 
will total somewhere in the vicinity of 
$1,000,000. At a late hour tonight the 
blaze was still burning and firemen pre- 
dicted that it would smolder for several 
days. 

In addition to

hundred families homeless, practically 
the entire residential section of Wag- 
ner’s Point and the entire plant of the 
United States Asphalt Refining Company 
was destroyed, making the section look

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“FIELD DAY” WELL ATTENDED 


Insurance Men Interested in Fire 
Fighting Demonstrations Given 
at Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI, O., July 20.—James 
F. Joseph of Chicago, secretary of the 
western advisory committee; Clarence 
Goldsmith of the Chicago office of the 
committee on fire prevention and engi- 
neering standards of the National 
Board, and a number of Ohio state 
and special agents, among whom were 
John H. Gray, Aaron Jones and R. T. 
Huggard, attended the fire fighting 
feld day exercises in Cincinnati July 
144. The meeting was an unqualified 
success, particularly considering the 
unfavorable weather, as it rained the 
entire morning. During the day 200 
or more representatives of Cincinnati 
industrial concerns listened to the in- 
structors and viewed the demonstra- 
tions of various methods of fire fighting 
and life saving. The meeting was con- 
sidered so successful that plans are 
already being made for next year. 

J. J. Conway, superintendent of the 
Cincinnati Salvage Corps, gave one of 
the principal addresses at the noon 
juncheon. Captain Conway gave a 
series of examples of carelessness on 
‘the part of manufacturers and their 
workmen as examples to show why 
such a field day should be held and 
why the men should take back to their 





factories and workshops what they 
learned at the field day exercises. He 
recited Cincinnati cases exclusively and 
gave names of firms where fires had oc- 
curred. One $700,000 Cincinnati fire loss 
was due to carelessness in thawing out 
water pipes with torches; one large loss 
occurred when watchman left his lan- 
tern on the edge of a dip tank to close 
windows when storm was coming up; 
one window decorator changed the 
electric wiring to suit his convenience, 
resulting in not only a fire loss but 
three dead sales girls and the maiming 
of others; others were due to over- 
fired furnaces and use of candles when 
electric light had been put out of com- 
mission by a workman’s carelessness. 
These were typical of the instances 
which Captain Conway cited, giving 
names with which all of those present 
were familiar. 

Cincinnati has made special effort 
through its community powers to re- 
duce fire losses, and further reduc- 
tions, Captain Conway believes, must 
come principally from carefulness on 
the part of those who are directly re- 
sponsible for concentrated property 
values in mercantile and manufactur- 
ing occupancies. 

The fire fighting field day was held 
under the direct auspices of the Greater 
Cincinnati Safety Club, with headquar- 
ters in the Greenwood building. 


Membership Campaign Planned 


COLUMBUS, O., July 21—Plans for an 
intensive campaign for members will be 








started by the Ohio Association of In- 
surance Agents, following a conference 
today between Cliff C. Corry of Spring- 
field, former president of the associa- 
tion and now chairman of the execu- 
tive committee, of Springfield, and W. H. 
Tomlinson, who recently resigned as su- 
perintendent of insurance to become sec- 
retary and general counsel of the state 
association. Mr. Tomlinson has been 
waiting the return of Robert T. Crew of 
Zanesville, appointed his successor by 
Governor Cox, from the San Francisco 
convention, so that he can turn over the 
state insurance department over to him. 
It was expected that this transfer would 
be made July 15, but Crew is not ready 
for the transfer. The state association 
has a membership of 600 and it is the in- 
tention to increase it to 1,000 by the first 
of the new year. 

Mr. Corry and Mr. Tomlinson are in- 
viting all insurance agents to make the 
offices of the association in the Columbus 
Savings & Trust building their headquar- 
ters while in the city. 


Columbus City Buildings Uninsured 


COLUMBUS, O., July 21—With the city 
treasury practically bankrupt, the city of 
Columbus, which carries virtually no 
insurance on city buildings, would face 
a serious situation in case of fire. This 
was called vividly to mind by the recent 
fire in the central police headquarters. 
No money is available for replacement 
of buildings which might be burned. 
Two years ago the city auditor recom- 
mended that either insurance be carried 
or a fixed sum be set aside each year 
for an insurance fund, but nothing was 
done. 

Other governmental divisions here are 
in rather better shape. The county build- 
ings, with the exception of the court- 
house, considered practically fireproof, 
are very well covered. Columbus school 
buildings are also well covered. 

No insurance is carried on state build- 
ings. The state technically carries its 





own insurance, but has no sinking fund 
for protection against losses by fire. Be- 
cause of the present high cost of re- 
placements a proposition looking to some 
action along that line is likely to be put 
before the legislature at its next session. 





Discuss Cleveland Building Plan 


CLEVELAND, O., July 20—Insurance 
men here seem determined to have a 
building that will be devoted to insur- 
ance interests alone, However, they may 
not erect a new building, as was at first 
intended. In many ways it now seems 
best to purchase a building and this 
plan is under consideration now. 

A well-attended meeting was held at 
the rooms of the Cleveland Fire Insur- 
ance Club Tuesday evening and the mat- 
ter was discussed from every point of 
view. Several buildings are now under 
consideration and from present pros- 
pects one of them will be purchased 
within a short time. 

The plan of financing the purchase 
will probably be much the same as had 
been formed for the erection of a new 
building, but the advantage is that they 
will have the use of a building already 
erected at once, whereas they would have 
to wait a year or more for the erection 
of a building under the original plan. 


Field Clubs Meet Aug. 4 


COLUMBUS, O., July 21—The annual 
meeting of the field clubs of Ohio at 
Cedar Point, Aug. 4, promises to be one 
of the most notable gatherings of field 
men ever held. A program of great merit 
has been arranged, but the attention of 
the men will not be too closely demanded 
to keep them from having a fine outing 
in connection with the meeting. The 
annual meeting of the Ohio Blue Goose 
will be held Aug. 4, at 1l a. m.

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OHIO FARMERS WINS TAX CASE 





State of Indiana Was Endeavoring to 
Collect Large Amount Under 
the Reciprocal Law 





INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 21.— 
Judge Louis Ewbank of the Circuit 
Court has ruled in favor of the Ohio 
Farmers in the tax case wherein the 
state of Indiana was suing for the 
payment of approximately $23,000 back 
taxes alleged to be due under the at- 
tempted application of the state’s recip- 
rocal tax law. The defense maintained 
that the records under which the state 
is making claim have long since been 
destroyed and that there is no way in 
which a definite claim can be made; 
also the same point of defense was 
claimed which was upheld in the sim- 
ilar case against the Continental sev- 
eral months ago in which the court 
held that the provisions of the recipro- 
cal law could not be applied unless the 
collection and use of the tax funds in- 
volved are identical in both states. 
That is to say, the New York case held 
that the two states’ laws were not 
purely reciprocal, since, in New York, 
some of the funds were used for fire 
departments while they are not so used 
in Indiana but go into the general tax 
funds, there being also other differ- 
ences as to methods of collection and 
other details. 


Based on New York Case 


The Ohio case raised similar points of 
issue and the decision rendered by Judge 
Ewbank was based on the New York 
case aS a precedent. The state has not 
yet signified whether it will amend its 
complaint and ask for a rehearing in the 
same court or whether it will appeal to 
the supreme court. The original demand 
by the state upon the Ohio Farmers was 
for $40,000, but, owing to the loss of 
records, the claim could not be definitely 
made and it was necessary to scale it 
down until it had reached approximately 
$23,000. Similar demands have been 
made upon companies of various other 
states, including New York, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Michigan: and 
others. 

Klayer Was Tax Ferret 


The New York issue has been settled 
as stated and involved demands for back 
taxes totaling $700,000. The Ohio case is 
under way and complaint has been filed 
against the New Jersey companies, but 
the case has not yet come to trial. The 
cases against the companies of the other 
states have not yet been begun. H. H. 
Klayer, who has figured in similar at- 
tempts against insurance companies for 
some years past, made the search of the 
Indiana records on which the claims are 
being made. It is believed that the prin- 
ciple set up in the New York case, defin- 


ing what is meant by the term reciprocal, 


will serve to defeat the cases against the 
companies of other states. To be strictly 
reciprocal, one of the attorneys for the 
companies stated that the laws of two 
states under this ruling must be like two 
blankets which are exactly alike; they 
must match at all corners and along all

Would Require Two-Platoon Plan 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 20—A bill 
has been introduced in the special ses- 
sion of the Indiana legislature which 
would make mandatory a two-platoon 
system in fire departments of all Indiana 
towns of over 15,000 population. Similar 
bills have been introduced in former ses- 
sions of the legislature, but this is the 
first where it has been state-wide in 
intent.

He served a term in the Jef- 
fersonville (Ind.) reformatory on the 
charge of having burned a vacant fac- 
tory building in Goshen several years 
ago and is now charged with having 
burned six buildings within a few 
months. 


Oppose State Coal Mine Idea 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 20.—In. 
Governor Goodrich’s program for the 
special session of the Indiana legislature 
which convened last week, he includes 
the suggestion that the state purchase 
a coal mine to supply the institutions of 
the state with fuel. While fuel condi- 
tions have been critically serious during 
the past two winters, the Democratic 
members of the legislature and a num- 
ber of the Republicans are decidedly op-

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 20.—The 
annual outing for the employes of In- 
dianapolis local agencies was given last 
week by the Indianapolis Insurance 
Agents Association at the Indianapolis 
Athletic & Canoe Club northwest of the 
city on White River. The entertainment 
committee, consisting of R. C. Fox and

guests. Sol Kiser, president of the asso- 
ciation, presided and spoke in high 
appreciation of the splendid qualities 
represented among the employes of the 
Indianapolis insurance offices. 


Hail Damage in Indiana 


Hail insurance has had a big boost in 
Indiana during the past two or three 
weeks. Several storms in June caused 
heavy damage in various localitizs and 
on July 11 hail storms visited a num- 
ber of widely separated districts destroy- 
ing hundreds of acres of crops. An area 
two miles square in the vicinity of Hart- 
ford City was the scene of probably the 
most complete destruction. Wheat, oats. 
rye, corn and other crops were destroyed 
and fruit trees were broken down and 
garden truck was cut to pieces. The 
damage done there amounted to several 
thousand dollars. It is stated that the 
hailstones ranged in size from a marble 
to a walnut, that they fell for over an 
hour, that they reached a depth of four 
inches on the level and in places there 
were drifts two feet deep. Near Green- 
castle a freak hailstorm destroyed the 
crops of only one farmer. Crops in a 
field of 80 acres, including 30 acres of 
corn, were cut to pieces.

Insurance Men Feel That Influence of 
the Nonpartisan League May 
Be Decreasing 


MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., July 20.— 


are analyzing the political conditions 
in this section, largely because of the 
activity of the Nonpartisan League. | 
The radical issue came to the front 
very strongly in South Dakota, where 


a monopolistic workmen’s compensa- 
tion bill was drafted at the request of | 
Governor Norbeck. When it was found | 
that this bill could not be passed, one 
providing for a competitive fund, drawn 
along the lines of the California act, 
was drafted and presented to the legis- 
lature, which had the backing of 
Governor Norbeck. However, the oppo- 
nents of the measure advised the gov- 
ernor to wait until the Minnesota 
legislature had received the report of its 
special committee investigating the 
state funds before he pushed compen- 
sation legislation. This he finally 
agreed to do. 


With party lines being drawn rather 
carefully because of the national elec- 
tion, insurance people doubt very much 
whether Mr. O’Connor can get enough 
independent votes to carry the state 
against the Nonpartisan League. 

In South Dakota the Nonpartisan 
League is opening a vigorous campaign. 
Several meetings have been held and 
considerable progress has been made in 
the northwestern part of the state in the 
territory adjacent to Mitchell. However, 
field men and others who are in close 
touch with South Dakota sentiment, do 
not believe the people in that state will 
extend the cordial welcome to the league 
that has been done in North Dakota. 

In Montana the league is prosecuting a 
campaign with vigor in the eastern part 
of the state. The main object of attack 
in Montana is the copper interests. The 
Montana situation resolves itself about a 
combination of the farmers and miners. 
It is stated that the referendum petition 
ealling for the repeal of the present 
workmen’s compensation act in Montana 
has been thrown out by the secretary of 
state for the reason that many signers 
attached their signatures under a mis- 
apprehension. It is stated something 
like 3,400 signers filed their withdrawals. 

In the Republican primaries, the Non- 
partisan League candidates were de- 
feated in Minnesota, by a majority of 
8,000. The followers of A. R. Townley, 
head of the league, however, were clever 
enough to have a farmer-labor ticket 
with dummy candidates. At a recent 
meeting held in this city, the Nonpar- 
tisan League organization -at the request 
of Mr. Townley arranged to have the 





ticket withdrawn, substituting all the 
Nonpartisan League candidates who had 
been defeated in the primary campaign. 
Therefore the fight is still on and is by 
no means over. With the combined Non- 
partisan League and farmer-labor vote, 
it is quite possible that the 8,000 ma- 
jority secured by J. A. O. Preus will be 
wiped out. It means that insurance men 
and all advocates of sanity and con- 
servatism will have to take their coats 
off and work hard. The fact that the 
presidential campaign is on complicates 
the situation in Minnesota and it is dif- 
ficult to say at this time what will be 
the results. The legislative situation in 
Minnesota, in the opinion of insurance 
men, is fairly satisfactory. 

While the Nonpartisan League won in 
the primaries in North Dakota carrying 
candidates for governor, United States 
senator and all state offices, with the 
exception of state treasurer and secre- 
tary, vet it lost two of the three repre- 
sentatives in Congress. The referendum 
measures which were being voted upon 
and which were backed by the Non- 
partisan League were all defeated. 

The fact that the Nonpartisan League 
has captured the Republican machinery, 
lock, stock and barrel, in North Dakota 
makes the situation rather complicated, 
because of the national ticket that will 
be voted upon. The Democratic candi- 
date for governor, J. F. T. O’Connor, of 





Grand Forks, is one of the most active 
opponents of the Nonpartisan League. 

Encouragement is found in the four 
referred laws that came before the voters 
at the last election. They are as fol- 
lows: 

(1) State sheriff law, a Non-Partisan 
League measure creating a state sheriff, 
who would have absolute authority over 
all county sheriffs, simply another means 
of centralizing more power in the gover- 
nor who appointed the state sheriff. This 
law was defeated in the referendum. 

(2) Absent voters’ law, a Non-Partisan 
League measure, providing that women 
voters might cast their ballots any time 
within 30 days prior to an election. This 
law was designed for farmers’ wives on 
the theory that it was difficult for them 
many times to get to the polls, but un- 
doubtedly with the thought in mind that 
these ballots could all be fixed up nicely 
before election. Defeated in referendum, 

(3) “Smelling Committee,” a Non-Par- 
tisan League measure providing for a 
commission to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor which would have absolute author. 
ity to make any kind of an investigation 
they wished of any corporation’s, firm’s 
or individual’s private business. De- 
feated in the referendum. 

(4) “Red flag law.” This was a bill 
introduced in the legislature during the 
war, making it a misdemeanor to hoist 
the red flag and was killed at that time 
by the Non-Partisan League controlled 
legislature. This bill was carried in the 
referendum. 





Minnesota’s June Fire Loss 


ST. PAUL, MINN., July 20—During 
June the fire loss in Minnesota amounted 
to $593,357, according to the monthly 
report of Fire Marshal Nettleton. This 
is over $400,000 more than in June, 1919, 
when the losses amounted to only $143,- 
384. The increase was due largely to 
the losses from fires outside of the three 
large cities of the state, the figures be- 
ing $459,011 as compared with $96,000 
loss from the same localities a year ago, 

There were 112 fires reported during 
the month, the value of buildings being 
$10,087,750 and the insurance on the 
buildings and contents totaling $7,557,- 
755. In June, 1919, there were 106 fires 
reported with insurance of $2,001,546. 

In St. Paul the loss last month was 
$24,320 as compared with $4,460 in June, 
1919. In Minneapolis it was $102,720, as 
against $30,995 a year ago, and at Du- 
luth $7,306 as compared with $11,225 a 
year ago. 





Hail Business Almost Over 


FARGO, N. D., July 21.—Local agents 
are still writing some hail insurance in 
North Dakota and Minnesota, but it is 
expected that after this week, very little 
hail business will be written. Companies 
writing the class have collected the bulk 
of their receipts for this season. Most 
of the business for the past two weeks 
has been coming from North Dakota, 
although Minnesota has made a fairly 
good showing. Crop conditions in both 
North Dakota and Minnesota this year 
are good, In South Dakota the St. Paul 
Fire & Marine and the Columbia Fire 
Underwriters of Omaha get the bulk of 
the business, and the new companies 
in the field this year found it hard to 
corral much business in that state. There 
have been practically no losses in the 
northwest of any importance this year. 
The total business for all companies 
writing hail, including the state hail 
funds, is smaller this year.

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HAIL BUSINESS SETS RECORD 





More Written in Nebraska Than in 
Any Previous Year—Losses 
Heavy But Scattered 





OMAHA, NEB., July 20—Present 
indications’ are that 1920 will be a 
record-breaking year in Nebraska for 
the hail insurance business. One well- 
informed company manager declares 
that he believes “more hail insurance 
will be written this year than in any 
previous year in the history of the 
hail insurance business in the state.” 

“However,” he said, “none of the 
older hail insurance companies will 
have as large a premium income this 
year as last, owing to the large number 
of new companies which have entered 
the hail field.” 

While the hail losses may have been 
heavier in the aggregate this year than 
ordinarily, local underwriters point out 
that they have been sufficiently scat- 
tered to prevent many serious blows in 
particular localities. 


The first real storm, according to in- 
formation given out this week, visited 
Custer county, in the vicinities of the 
towns of Arnold and Callaway, the night 
of July 13. The storm covered an area 
of approximately seven miles wide by 
forty long, and caused 100 per cent losses 
in many places. Reports received in 
Omaha are to the effect that practically 
all crops of every kind were destroyed 
within that area. 

Among other counties reporting losses 
from the storm are Furnas, Box Butte, 
Keith and Perkins. The losses, how- 
ever, were scattered. 

It is impossible to estimate the extent 
of the insurance loss in Custer county, 
as a great many of the farmers there 
carried insurance with the State Hail 
Fund. 

Reports from reliable sources indicate 
that the hail liability of the companies 
on small grain is now practically ended. 
With the exception of a few northwest- 
ern counties, the small grain is being 
cut as rapidly as the growers can get to 
it. The policy contracts of all old line 
companies provide that there is no lia- 
bility on the part of the*companies after 
the grain is ripe. Comparatively little 
hail insurance is written on corn, the 
farmers evidently choosing to assume 
that risk themselves. Most of them are 
educated now, however, to insure the 
small grain, 





Ex-Officers Sue Company 


OMAHA, NEB., July 20—The National 
Security Fire has been made defendant 
in two libel suits, one for $75,000 filed 
by Walter A. George, former president 
of the company, and one for $50,000 by 
Edward E. Howell, former vice-president. 
The complaints are identical, alleging 
that the company, through its monthly 
publication, “Sparks” printed a story in 
the May, 1920, issue which was “slander- 
ous and defamatory libel.” 

The article as quoted in the petition, 
said that “the retirement of E. E. Howell 
and Walter A. George from the board of 
directors was precipitated by the action 
of the other thirteen members of the 
board in frustrating several plans pro- 
moted and proposed by those two ex- 
directors to sell the National Security 
to eastern insurance interests. The 
motive behind the desires of the two 
retiring directors in their vain efforts 
to negotiate the sale of the company 
were selfish in the extreme, as anyone 
could read between the lines.” 

Mr. George has been in the insurance 
and banking business in Nebraska for 
30 years, and was at one time state 
treasurer. Mr. Howell has lived in the 
state for 40 years and served several 
terms as state treasurer,

DES MOINES, IA.—July 20.—State Fire 
Marshal Tracy, in his annual report just 
out, emphasizes the fire losses in the 
state of Iowa by printing four pages of 
facsimile reproductions of newspaper 
headlines regarding the burning to death 
of one to one-half a dozen persons in 
100 or more fires. While the report shows 
there were 436 fewer fires in Iowa in 
1919 than in 1918, the total loss is prac- 
tically $2,400,000 greater. This is almost 
exactly accounted for by the explosion 
and burning of the Douglas Starch 
Works at Cedar Rapids.

Conservation & Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation of Tennessee Resents At-

NASHVILLE, TENN, July 21.— 
Action in defense of Fire Prevention 
Commissioner Walter B. Bell and his 
department was taken by the Conser- 
vation & Fire Prevention Association 
of Tennessee in its meeting here this 
week following the attack of W. R. 
Crabtree, candidate for governor of 
this state, in one of his campaign 
speeches delivered recently when the 
candidate flung lengthy abuses at the 
fire marshal’s office. 

Every charge made by the guber- 
natorial candidate against the fire com- 
mission was denied by the association. 
Contrary to the statement of Crabtree 
in regard to the fire prevention com- 
missioner spending the people’s money 
the resolution sets out that the depart- 
ment is run on a tax of 1% percent on 
premiums of the fire insurance com- 
panies. It was for public protection 
that the department was established 
and the insurance companies pay the 
freight. Since Walter Bell has been 
commissioner of the department fire i in- 
surance rates have been decreased in 
this state, saving the people quite an 
amount of money. 

The resolution in part says: “Whereas, 
Walter B. Bell has proven the most effi- 
cient fire prevention commissioner the 
state has ever had, having largely 
through his efforts reduced the state’s 
fire loss in the year 1919 in the sum of 
$466,080 and reduced the average rate 
per $100 of fire insurance from $1.25 in 
1918 to $1.22 in 1919, thus entailing a di- 
rect saving to the people of the state in 
the cost of their fire insurance and con- 
serving the state’s wealth by $466,080 as 
compared with the previous year, 

“Resolved, That the commissioner is 
expending wisely the funds for the pur- 














pose for which they were intended.”

No Further Developments in Injunc- 
tion Suit Brought by Booker & 
Kinnaird Agency 


LOUISVILLE, KY., July 20—The 
injunction case of Booker & Kinnaird 
vs. the Louisville Board, to prevent en- 
forcement of board rules, is at a stand- 
still at the present time. Notice was 
given immediately following refusal of 
the lower court to grant the injunc- 
tion, that it would be carried to the 
court of appeals. The case will be 
formally filed before Judge John D. 
Carroll of the appellate court at Frank- 
fort, Ky., this week, and time will be 
asked for filing of briefs. It will prob- 
ably be several days before the briefs 
are filed, and it is understood that there 
will be no oral or additional testimony 
in the case. 


The general situation shows no ma- 





terial change. As reported last week it 
is understood that with the exception of 
the Firemen’s all other companies have 
quit taking business out of Booker & 
Kinnaird’s office. 

A number of the companies have not 
appointed other agents, and show a ten- 
dency to hold the matter up pending 
outcome of the court of appeals decision, 
While the decision will not affect the 
companies, it is believed by many that in 
event Booker & Kinnaird lose the de- 
cision, they may re-enter the Louisville 
Board. In that event a number of com- 
panies which have suspended or quit 
writing business out of Booker & Kin- 
naird’s office would probably replant the 
agency. 

It is understood that the Westchester, 
United States Fire, Union of Canton, 
Royal, Philadelphia Underwriters, New 
Jersey Fire, Firemen’s Fund and Camden 
Fire are all waiting on the court of ap- 
peals decision, and possibility of Booker 
& Kinnaird coming back to the board. 

The American Central withdrew and 
placed with Burkley & Tierney; while 
the Exchange Underwriters, of the Royal

Nearly $400,000,000 in San Francisco 
Since Fire of 1906—Many Others 
Building Now 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., July 20.— 
Since the San Francisco fire of 1906 
nearly $400,000,000 worth of building 
has been done in this city, representing 
contracts actually carried to completion 
within the city’s corporate limits and 
not including any building operations 
carried on during a similar period by 
the state or federal governments or the 
Panama-Pacific exposition. San Fran- 
cisco is rapidly making pace for a 
billion dollar metropolitan program. 
Total expenditures in the metropolitan 
district already reach this sum. 

Among new buildings in addition to 
the above, now under construction, are 
the wholesale grocers’ building of the 
Southern Pacific, $1,500,000; Balfour- 
Guthrie, 15-story office building, Cali- 
fornia and Sansome streets, $1,000,000; 
Standard Oil building, $1,500,000; 16- 
story office building of the Commercial 
Union Insurance Company, Pine and 
Montgomery, $2,500,000; Bank of Italy 
building, Powell and Eddy streets, 
$1,000,000; the California-Pacific Insur- 
ance building, Bush and Montgomery 
streets, $500,000. 

Proctor & Gamble, soap manufac- 
turers, have closed a deal for a large 
site on the water front and will pro- 
ceed at once with the erection of the 
first unit of what will eventually be one 
of the largest plants in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay district. In all 142 new con- 
cerns, 80 of which have factories, have 
opened new plants in San Francisco 
since the first of the year.

An automobile theft and murder case 
which attracted wide attention, not only 
throughout the mountain states but over 
the entire country, was brought to its 
conclusion July 9, when E. W. Blanchett 
was hanged in the jail yard of the peni- 
tentiary at Santa Fe, N. M. When Clyde 
D. Armour of Sioux City, Ia., arrived in 
Denver in September, 1916, on an auto- 
mobile trip to the coast, he advertised 
for a traveling companion. Blanchett 
answered the ad and the two started out 
together. Armour was never seen again, 
but a man representing himself to be 
Armour sold the automobile at Santa Fe 
for $500 and left for California by train. 
Armour’s failure to join his family on 
the coast resulted in an investigation 
and Blanchett was arrested at Friday 
Harbor, Wash. Armour’s body was later 
found in the mountains east of Santa Fe, 
an autopsy showing that he had been 
shot in the back of the head.

Mr. McDonald’s 
investigation lead him through New 
Mexico to El Paso, Tex., where he se- 
cured the car just prior to its removal 
across the border into Mexico. Mr. Mc- 
Donald drove all night, taking the car 
to Albuquerque, where the state of New 
Mexico took possession of it for use as 
evidence in the case.

BALTIMORE, MD., July 20—An 
orgy of spending that seems to have 
gripped the entire country is, in the 
opinion of fidelity bond underwriters, 
responsible for a large percentage of 
the fidelity losses. The high cost of 
living is playing no conspicuous part 
in the claims coming in. 

The condition in America today, de- 
clared one underwriter, is simply a 
case of everyone trying to follow the 
leader and when the leader sets too 
fast a pace, a fidelity claim is the result. 

“People,” he stated, “are riding in 
automobiles today who should ride in 
street cars. Everyone wants to ride 
inan automobile. Persons who cannot 
afford to own automobiles are still 
seen driving them. Everyone is spend- 
ing money.” 


Blame Unrest Caused by War 


The general unrest caused by the 

war is responsible for the spending 
orgy. And in this classification can be 
placed riotous living. According to 
Mr. Kolb, head of the fidelity bond de- 
partment of the Maryland Casualty, 
most of the fidelity losses are due to 
three things, gambling (playing the 
faces, etc.), speculating and spending 
money on women. 

Yet W. W. Symington of the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty disagrees 
with Mr. Kolb’s statement. Mr. Sym- 
ington stated that the belief that claims 
are due to gambling and keeping 
women on the side is a bursted bubble. 
A slight increase in claims is due to 
the high cost of living, avers Mr. 
Symington, and the rest is due to the 
Spending, spending, everlasting spend- 
ing of the American people today. 


Say High Cost Not a Factor 


_ Mr. Symington’s statement that there 
8a slight increase in the claims due to 
the high cost of living was the only 
one of its kind made by any Baltimore 
Surety official. In every other instance, 
msurance men declared that the high 
fost of living had nothing whatever to 
do with increasing the claims. But in 
every case, an orgy of spending was 
Biven. At the Maryland Casualty it 
was stated that but one claim in twenty 
Was due to the high cost of living. 

That the high cost of living has 
fot increased the claims,” asserted one 
Official, “is proven by the fact that the 
losses were lower in 1919 than they 
Were in 1918. Better, or more con- 
Clusive, proof than this is not needed.”

HEALTH CONSERVATION 


BUREAU URGES LEGISLATION 





Personal Accident and Health Body 
Adopts Isaac Miller Hamilton’s 
Suggestion 





BALTIMORE, MD., July 21—A 
movement on the part of all the com- 
panies and all the agents for effective 
health conservation legislation was ad- 
vocated by the Bureau of Personal Ac- 
cident and Health Underwriters at its 
meeting last week. The stand of 
Bureau members on the matter of health 
conservation is clearly explained in the 
letter sent to Isaac Miller Hamilton, 
president of the Accident & Health 
Underwriters’ Conference, by Richard 
H. Thompson, chairman of the Bu- 
reau, in answer to the former’s letter 
suggesting that all the accident and 
health bodies be merged into one na- 
tional organization. 


Continue as Individual Body 


Mr. Thompson’s letter reads in part: 
“The sense of the meeting was that 
cur Bureau continue as an individual 
body, relying upon the voluntary work 
of the various persons elected to of- 
ficial positions and to the committee 
to carry on its activities. 

“As to your first point—the members 
of the Bureau were unanimous in their 
Opposition to institutional advertising at 
the joint expense of all the companies. 


Conservation Work Favored 


“As to your second point—the mem- 
bers of the Bureau felt that health 
conservation is an idea worthy of the 
combined efforts of all the companies, 
if such efforts could be _ directed 
towards getting the federal and state 
governments to take the initiative and 
assume the expense. Anything of such 
general benefit to the public at large, 
both insured and uninsured, should not 
be confined or directed by those en- 
gaged in health underwriting. Not only 
the various associations of the com- 
panies, but also associations of agents 
should find a way of working together 
for effective legislation.” 

While the Bureau did not take any 
definite action on the merging of the 
accident and health bodies at the meet- 
ing last week, it did not postpone the 
matter indefinitely, but will discuss it 
again at the next meeting in Septem- 
ber.

Companies Scrutinize All Risks 
Very Closely and Reject More 
Than Usual. 


REFUSE CERTAIN’ LINES 


Automobile, Textile and Phonograph 
Lines Called Especially Hazard- 
ous—Conditions Unstable 





Credit insurance men say that un- 
usual precaution is being taken in the 
writing of their business at the present 
time. While business has been very 
good there have been many heavy 
losses in the past six months. The 
present outlook does not seem to 
promise a speedy return to normal con- 
ditions. Because of the tightened con- 
dition of the money market the com- 
panies are moving cautiously. They 
are scrutinizing all risks carefully and 
avoiding those about which they are 
the least bit skeptical. 


Concerns Lack Liquid Assets 


These men say that business condi- 
tions are bad. The refusal of the banks 
to lend money has placed many busi- 
ness concerns in a rather unstable po- 
sition. They have not the liquid assets 
available to carry on their business and 
it is impossible for them to procure 
this money through loans. The larger 
concerns are meeting this situation by 
the floating of stock at high rates of 
return. In the past few weeks such 
stocks as Armour, Bell Telephone and 
others of equal stability have been ap- 
pearing on the market, guaranteeing 
as high as 9 per cent interest. Smaller 
companies that have not the capital 
to enable them to issue a large amount 
of stock have been forced to cut 
down on their production and in 
many instances turn their business 
over into the hands of trustees. A 
prominent eastern silk company which 
was placed in the hands of trustees last 
week had assets which were several 
million dollars in excess of its liabil- 
ities, but these assets were tied up in 
other securities and the company was 
forced to liquidate. 


Many More Failures 


There have been many such failures 
in the past few months. One of the 
prominent credit men in Chicago has 
checked up on the failures in that city. 
Every day for the past several years 
he has been sending an employe to the 
federal building to get reports on all 
cases of bankruptcy. His report for 
the first six months of this year shows 
that there have been 44 cases of bank- 
ruptcy in Chicago, as compared with 
only 10 cases for the entire period of 
1919. These figures present a com- 
parison which in itself indicates a de- 
cided change in conditions.

coverage on very large limits are be- 
ing received, along with numerous de- 
mands for increased insurance from old 
policyholders. The companies have 
had to make many exceptions in sup- 
plying this demand. In view of pres- 
ent conditions there are certain risks 
that cannot be accepted, and customers 
have shown a tendency to dictate what 
they want instead of asking what they 
can get. 


Restrictions on Certain Lines 


The men who have been meeting 
with the most serious reverses in their 
attempts to secure credit insurance are 
representatives of some of the largest 
and best known commodities on the 
American market. The insurance com- 
panies’ attitude in refusing them cover- 
age is entirely justified. The records 
of their lines of business in the past 
six months have been bad. The lines 
on which the most serious restrictions 
have been made in this respect are 
the automobile, silk, woolen and tex- 
tiles, and phonograph business. 


Unstable Conditions Seen 


It is the fear of credit men that the 
automobile business has been over-de- 
veloped. Its percentage of failures for 
the present year is very high. The re- 
strictions on the silk line are due to 
its very unstable condition. The col- 
lapse of the Japanese silk market has 
caused a sudden drop in values, result- 
ing in a number of insolvency cases 
among the large eastern silk dealers. 
The objections to the woolen and tex- 
tile lines are likewise well sustained. 
Just recently an article appeared in the 
newspapers announcing the closing of 
a large woolen factory in the east. 
The phonograph line is regarded as the 
most unstable of all. Chicago is a 
large center for this product, and the 
credit underwriters there have ob- 
served it carefully. In the past ten 
days four of the most prominent pho- 
nograph companies in the city have 
failed. 


Another line that the companies have 
refused to consider is the export busi- 
ness. One credit man said that he was 
forced to turn down an offer on a mil- 
lion dollar limit the other day, made to 
him by an eastern manufacturer and ex- 
porter. The conditions in foreign coun- 
tries will not warrant the expansion of 
the credit business to take in coverage 
on exports, 


Collection Service Important 


One of the important features of 
credit insurance is the collection service 
which is provided for under the terms 
of each policy. Under this service the 
companies endeavor to speed up slow 
paying creditors and to collect on in- 
solvent accounts. The record of the 
American Credit Indemnity, one of the 
largest of the credit companies, shows 
that over $2,000,000 was collected for 
policyholders through this service in 
two years. This same record shows that 
100 percent of the live rated accounts, 
not more than 45 days overdue, were 
collected in an average time of 30 days 
after receipt of claim; that 96.4 percent 
of the live rated accounts, regardless of 
the length of time overdue, were col- 
lected in an average time of 51 days 
after receipt of claim; that 86.5 percent 
of both live rated and insolvent ac- 
counts were collected, and that 23.5 per- 
cent of entirely insolvent accounts were 
collected.

No Relief from Belgium 


Little hope of relief can be counted 
upon from the manufacturers of Bel 
gium, for while the output of the coun 
try now equals that of prewar days, it 
is sold very largely in Britain and in 
France, while no inconsiderable por. 
tion has been contracted for by Amer: 
can automobile manufacturers. More 
over, the Belgian manufacturers ar 
having their own labor troubles, The 
workers of the country, having recently 
been granted a 10 percent wage aé 
vance, are now talking a six-hour day. 
This does not promise a reduction in 
the cost of the product, which is sub- 
ject to a heavy import duty as well, 
While the plate glass underwriters 
would welcome a condition that would 
permit a reduction in their present pre 
mium rates, they have no idea that 
such may be expected. 


Limited Liability Cover Little Sought 


To emphasize to the assured their 
lack of responsibility for the rapid 
increase in the price of lights, the 
plate glass underwriters in June last 
adopted a form of limited liability cor- 
erage formulated by Rater W. F. Moore 
of this city, and offered all assured the 
option of its acceptance. The endorse 
ment read: “In consideration of the 
reduced Premium provided in_ this 
policy it is understood and agreed that 
the liability of the company for loss 
on each of any one or more plates d 
glass described in the schedule of this 
policy shall not exceed the sums 
square foot set opposite the given 
in the following table, plus 15 percent 
for the cost of setting.” 

In other words, the insurance com 
panies were willing to accept a lowe

Mutual liability and compensation insurance 
(whether of the ordinary or of the reciprocal kind) is 
highly speculative as distinguished from the non-specu- 
lative form known as stock insurance; it is also econom- 
ically unsound and politically destructive. 

It is speculative because no actuary can foretell the 
cost. Based on the accumulated mortality data of nearly 
two centuries, the cost of life insurance can be and is 
foretold with almost mathematical certainty. Even un- 
usually severe epidemics and devastating wars affect its 
averages to a negligible degree only. All that the mutual 
life insurance company needs is risks in sufficient num- 
bers to bring its operations within the law of average 
and rates based on the mortality table and properly 
“loaded” against contingencies, on the condition that 
overcharges will be refunded to policyholders at years’ 
ends in the form of “dividends.” 

No such statistics are available to the liability and 
compensation actuary. This form of insurance is too 
new. 

Life insurance provides for the occurrence of but 
one thing—death; liability and compensation insurance 
guarantees against a multiplicity of things occurring in 
a multiplicity of ways and under circumstances and con- 
ditoins widely varying. The amount of the company’s 
liability under a life insurance policy is fixed and dis- 
chargeable in full immediately upon the happening of 
the thing insured against—the death of the insured; the 
amount of the company’s liability under a liability or 
compensation policy is governed by innumerable facts 
and its discharge may occupy a period of years, a life- 
time in some cases. The man-made laws on which lia- 
bility and compensation insurance are based are con- 

stantly changing, by judicial construction and by new 
statutes. The wages of the workmen, the means by 
which premiums are computed, are lamentably uncertain 
and sometimes erratic. Accident frequency varies with 
the changes in the personnel of the workmen and in in- 
dustrial conditions. 

In fact, every important factor in the cost of liabil- 
ity and compensation insurance is variable. 

Life insurance is practically an exact science, 
whereas liability and compensation insurance deals with 
uncertain and expansive quantities. 

All these factors make mutual liability and compen- 
sation insurance highly speculative. It is easy to ascer- 
tain how much it will cost to get in a mutual liability 
and compensation insurance company but impossible to 


_ tell how much it will cost to get out. 


Mutual liability and compensation insurance is eco- 
nomically unsound because the buyer of it engages in a 
highly technical commercial enterprise of which he has 
not the slightest personal knowledge and whose partners 
in the enterprise are unknown to him though they agree 
to assume his losses and he to assume their losses. He 
can avoid all this false economy by purchasing stock in- 
surance at a fixed and definite sum and guaranteed by 
capital in addition to surplus and reserves. 

Mutual liability and compensation insurance is po- 





litically destructive because it is essentially socialistic and 
communistic. It is a principle no patron of a “mutual” 
or a “reciprocal” or an “inter-insurer” would want ap- 
plied to his own regular business. 

Socialism is a theory of civil polity that aims to se- 
cure the reorganization of society through the collective 
ownership of all land and capital and tools of production 
and the collective management of all industries and hu- 
man enterprises. 

Communism is a theory of government and social 
order according to which all property is held as a com- 
mon trust and the profits arising from all labor devoted 
to the general good. The individual becomes a ward of 
the state, loses all individuality and becomes a mere slave 
of government. 

Extreme communists have gone so far as to hold 


that the family tie should be broken and all women held 


as a “common trust,” but the first move of all socialists 
and communists is to obtain those “‘property rights” out- 
lined herein. 

All must agree that mutual liability and compensa- 
tion insurance rests on a theory that all the members 
(policyholders) of a given company assume “collective 
ownership,” practice “collective management” and re- 
gard the “profits” as a “common trust’”—mere tenets of 
socialism and communism. Every convert to mutual 
liability and compensation insurance has taken a step 
on the way to have his business run by the community 
and the profits “devoted to the general good.” 

Some successful business men patronize mutual lia- 
bility and compensation insurance companies, but few 
successful business men would deposit their cash in a 
mutual bank, would conduct their own regular businesses 
on the mutual plan, or would admittedly subscribe to any 
doctrine that has as its foundation the destruction of 
individualism through the introduction of communism 
or socialism in any degree or for any purpose. 

There is not an out-and-out socialist in the country 
(whether or not a college professor) who does not ad- 
vocate mutual liability and compensation insurance as 
the first step and monopolistic state fund insurance as 
the next step toward the goal—the ultimate conduct of 
ALL business, ALL commerce and ALL industry by 
the STATE. All employers who speculate with mutual 
liability and compensation insurance are not socialists. 
All men who are conducting such companies are not so- 
cialists. BUT every such insurant and every such com- 
pany is aiding in destroying individual initiative, in- 
dividual enterprise and individual responsibility ;— 
both are encouraging “collective ownership,” “collective 
management” and the holding of all “profits” as a “com- 
mon trust.’’ Socialists are for mutual insurance as a 
means toward their end. And they do not intend to stop 

with insurance. They are after EVERYTHING; they 
are especially “after” EVERYBODY with money or its 
equivalent.

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HOLD DOWN HEALTH BUSINESS 





Company Officials Say They Can't 
Afford to Write That Line at 
Present Rates 





BALTIMORE, MD., July 20.—In- 
surance companies are not justified in 
writing a large amount of health in- 
surance at the present rates. This is 
the declaration of F. Highlands Burns, 
president of the Maryland Assurance. 

Mr. Burns stated that accident busi- 
ness was preferable to health business. 
The companies are losing money on 
the latter coverage, he asserted, and 
cannot afford to write a large volume 
of business unless the rates are raised. 

“Health insurance,” stated Mr. 
Burns, “is all right—if the rates were 
adequate.” 

Mr. Burns’ attention was called to a 
report that he had advised his agents 
to take as little health business as pos- 
sible. Mr. Burns made no effort to 
evade answering the question. 

“That is absolutely correct,” he stated 
frankly. “The Maryland Assurance 
made the mistake of going in too 





strong for health business. We realize 
our mistake now and we want as little 
health business as possible.” 

Mr. Burns made it plain that he 
thought health business a good line. 
But, he pointed out, that it was im- 
possible for any company to write a 
large volume of health business at the 
present rates and finish on the right 
side of the ledger. 

J. Arthur Nelson, president of the 
New Amsterdam Casualty, also has the 
same views as Mr. Burns on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Nelson stated that his com- 
pany realized that it could not afford to 
write any large amount of health busi- 
ness and that it has been taking as little 
business as it could. 


In his company’s publication, 
“Budget,” Mr. Burns says: 

“The accident-health business of the 
Maryland Assurance has not been profit- 
able. However, I have not been con- 
vinced that this is necessary, nor am I 
at this time absolutely sure why it has 
been so, although I have my suspicions. 
My belief that such a condition is not 
necessary I have told our directors, and I 
am asking you to help me make good on 
it. This you can do by pushing the acci- 
dent business to the fore; the health to 
the rear. We have entirely too much 


the 
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health business in proportion to the total, 
and this is where the loss has been. We 
want the business, but we want acci- 
dent business much more than we do 
health. The less health the better.” 





Quits Limited Field 


The Southern Surety has cancelled all 
of its limited accident and health busi- 
ness and will hereafter confine its writ- 
ings in these departments to standard, 
unrestricted forms of commercial, 
monthly premium and group policies. 
The limited business has been profitable, 
but has caused more or less misunder- 
standing over claims and some embar- 
rassment to agents of the company. 





HAS NON-CANCELLABLE FORM 





Aetna Life Issues Its New Disability 
Contract Following the Pacific 
Mutual’s Rates 





The Aetna Life has now gotten out 
its new non-cancellable accident and 
health policy for ages from 18 to 60. 
For principal sum of $5,000 and $100 
monthly indemnity with two weeks 
elimination, the premium is $70; for 
one month’s elimination $50; or two 
months, $40 and for three months $30. 
The rates without the principal sum 
are $10 less than these. For no wait- 
ing period, the premium is $90. The 
policies are renewable at option of the 
assured until age 65.

Would Change Fraternal Requirements 


The committee on blanks of the Na- 
tional Convention of Insurance Commis. 
sioners, in a report on changes which 
should be made in the reports required 
from fraternals, recommends that all 
sickness and accident. benefits should be 
valued, and that the preparation of re- 
liable sickness and accident tables should 
be encouraged. The report says: 

“In case of non-cancellable certificates 
running for long periods or for life, it 
would appear that the necessity for 
collecting adequate assessment rates and 
maintaining adequate reserves is of con- 
siderable importance. 

“If the fraternal societies extend theft 
activity in the sickness and accident in 
surance field, the mistakes which they 
have made in the life insurance field 
should be avoided. With this end ia 
view the state insurance departments 
should in every way encourage the pre- 
paration of ‘reliable sickness and accidem 
tables and so far as possible should fiz 
minimum standards for the calculation 
of assessment rates and the valuation of 
sickness and accident benefits. 

“The above discussion does not apply 
to sickness and accident benefits granted 
by local lodges. While the advisability 
of having the local lodges operate of 
sound insurance plans appears to be un- 
questioned, it nevertheless does not ap 
pear feasible to make such requirements 
at the present time.” 





Court Holds for Company 


The circuit court at Camden, N. J., has 
ruled that riding in an aeroplane is “pat 
ticipating in aeronautics” under the 
terms of an aceident policy issued by 
the Travelers to James W. Bew, a broker. 
Mr. Bew and a friend went up in a& 
airplane and both were killed. Thé 
Travelers denied liability on the grouné 
that the assured had participated if 
aeronautics and the policy exempted thé 
company from liability in case of 
accident. The attorney for the estate 
contended that Mr. Bew was a passengé? 
and had nothing to do with the mai 
agement of the airplane and hence 
was not “participating in aeronautics 
The court, however, found in favor o# 
the company.

Is This Real Insurance?

It 
is a question whether this concern is 
transacting an insurance business issu- 
ing a certificate of this kind. It insures 
the holder of the certificate against wear 
and breakage of the transmission and 
differential gears of his automobile if ‘he 
purchases crystaline lubricant. The as- 
sured must report to the Premier break- 
age of any kind within three days after 
the accident. The automobile shall not 
have been used more than one and one- 
half years. The assured is required to 
go for service every two months to the 
dealer furnishing the certificate. No 
claims can be paid unless the account 
of the assured with the Premier Refining 
Company was paid when due. The policy 
does not cover any damage by fire, col- 
lision or accident except that of natural 
wear and tear.

BOARD FIXES MINIMUM WAGE 





Compensation Bureau in North Dakota 
Makes Another Precedent- 
Breaking Move 





BISMARCK, N. D., July 13.—Mini- 
mum wages and limitations of hours of 
service for women, under regulations 
laid down by the North Dakota Work- 
men’s Compensation Bureau, will be 
effective August 16, the bureau an- 


| nounces, 


The minimum wage scales were 
adopted by the commissioners after a 
bitter fight which L. J. Wehe claimed 
was the cause for his dismissal from 
the commission by Governor Frazier, 
though a court held later that he was 
not legally removed. The commis- 
sioners -who approved the new scale 
are John Hagan, commissioner of agri- 
culture and ex-officio member of com- 
mission, and S. S. McDonald, former 
president of the state federation of 
labor. 

Minimum wage requirements are: 


Telephone girls, rural exchanges ex- 
cepted, $12, $14 and $15 per week for 
nine months apprenticeship, divided into 
three periods and full minimum of $16.50. 

Mercantile eccupation, “for the pur- 
pose of sale or trade in the purchase of 
any goods or merchandise,” $17.50 for ex- 
perienced worker, with apprenticeship 
wage of $12 and $14. No girl is per- 
mitted to work after 6:30 p. m. 

Student nurses for hospitals—Uniform, 
laundry, board, room and minimum 
monthly wage of $4 the first year; $6 
the second year and $8 the third year 
of training. 

“Personal service,”. such as manicur- 
ing, hair-dressing, barbering and usher- 
ing at theaters and selling tickets. Full 
minimum, $17.50 per week; first period 
of apprenticeship, $13; second, $14; third, 
$14, and fourth, $15. No apprenticeship 
required for ushering or selling tickets. 

Office occupations, including stenog- 
raphers, etc—No experienced woman 
shall receive less than $20 per week. 

“Public housekeeping occupations,” 
such as waitresses, etc.—Wage minimum 
$17.50 for waitresses and counter maids; 
$16.70 for chambermaids and kitchen 
help. Apprenticeship ranges from $14 to 
$15.20 per week. 

Hours of work may be changed by per- 
mit from the bureau. Limit of day’s 
work is eight and eight and one-half 
hours in various occupations, 





State Compensation Manuals 


The National Council on Workmen’s 
Compensation Insurance will send out 
the new state manuals, a state at a time. 
It was thought by some of the com- 
panies that the delivery of manuals for 
all states would be made similtaneously. 
The bureau, however, will.-follow the 
course of sending out the manual for a 
state and having it go into effect a cer- 
tain time. The manuals for New York 
and Maryland have already been sent out 
and the rates are in effect. 


May Pay 100 Percent 


Walter H. West, receiver of the de- 
funct New England Equitable Insurance 
Company of Boston, will file his annual 
report this week. A considerable por- 
tion of the outstanding liability has been 
eliminated, and satisfactory. progress is 
being made, although there are many 
claims and suits still to be disposed of. 
It seems to be the understanding that 
the company will liquidate at nearly 100 
percent, although sometime ago it was 
felt that there would be a heavy loss. 





May Enter the Fire Business 


There is considerable speculation as to 
whether the Employers Liability intends 
to embark in the fire insurance business 
in the United States. The manager of 
the fire department at the home office is 
now. in this country looking over the 
situation.

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Tells About the Dispute in Philadelphia 
Involving the Subway Construc- 
tion Company’s Contract 





NEW YORK, July 12—To the 
Editor: In your issue of July 8 is an 
article headed “Dilemma for Surety,” 
purporting to be news furnished your 
publication from Philadelphia, in which 
ou state that this company has been 
placed in the dilemma of either com- 
pleting a contract amounting to $1,025,- 
000, and being subjected to a possible 
joss of about $2,000,000, or being com- 
pelled to hand over to the city. the 
amount of the bond and be barred as 
surety in future municipal contracts for 
refusing to proceed with the abandoned 
work. : 

We believe you should publish the 
real facts in the case as prominently 
as you have published the article re- 
ferred to. 

The bond executed by this company, 
covering the contract, amounts to 
$512,500. At the time it was executed 
this company was furnished with the 
written agreement of indemnity - of 
indemnitors worth many times the 
amount of the bond, and whose com- 
bined worth today is very large. No 
demand has ever been received by this 
company from the city of Philadelphia, 
to complete the contract, and no ad- 
vice has as yet been received that it 
is the intention of the city to request 
this company to complete the contract. 
From the facts, as we understand them, 
the Subway Company has until Dec. 7, 
1920, in which to complete the work; 
that recently a dispute arose between 
the city and the Subway Construction 
Co., over the adjustment of price for 
excavation, which the Subway Com- 
pany claims was not provided for in 
the contract, and therefore is extra 
work, while the city takes a contrary 
position. The Subway Construction 
Co. has been represented by its counsel 
in conferences with the authorities of 
the city, and its city solicitor, and in 
insisting that it be paid for work re- 
quired by the city and claimed by the 
Subway Construction Co. not to have 
been included within the specifications 
and contract, has been acting under the 
instructions of its counsel. This case 
appears to be one where a dispute has 
arisen between the parties which may 
require legal adjudication, and it may 
be that, pending a result, some arrange- 
ment can be made by the parties, 
through which, if the Subway Construc- 
tion Company’s contention be correct, 
its rights can be protected and the 
city’s rights, whatever they may be, not 
prejudiced. In any event, the National 
Surety will sustain no loss, even if the 
Subway Construction Co. should be a 
loser. It hopes that, whatever may be 
the outcome of the controversy, that 
everything it will do will be satisfactory 
to the city of Philadelphia.

Kansas Surety Decision 


The Fidelity & Deposit quotes an im- 
portant surety decision in Kansas, as 
follows: 

“The supreme court of Kansas has just 
rendered an important decision covering 
the jurisdiction of the probate court to 
release the surety upon a guardian bond 
by the filing and acceptance of a new 
bond. 

“The Southern Surety executed the 
bond of Bertha W. Cole, as guardian, and 
the local agent of the surety company 
had an understanding with the guardian 
that at the end of the year she could 
file a personal bond. Pursuant to this 
arrangement, at the request of the local 
agent, the attorney for the guardian 
filed a petition, asking that she be per- 
mitted to file a personal bond and that 
the surety company be discharged, but 


no mention was made of the application 
being at the request of, or on behalf of, 
the surety company. An order was made 
discharging the surety company and 
accepting the new bond. Two years 
thereafter the surety company sued for 
the premiums due for the second and 
third years, and in defense the filing of 
a new bond and the order releasing the 
surety were set up. 

“The court held that inasmuch as the 
Statute provided that the surety could at 
any time make application to be released, 
and that this was the only procedure 
provided for by the statute for release 
of the surety, a release made in any 
other manner would not have been 
effectual, and hence the surety company 
was still liable, and was, therefore, en- 
titled to collect its premiums. 

“Claim was made on behalf of the 
guardian that inasmuch as there was a 
statute which provided that the court 
might direct guardians to give new or 
additional security, that the court had 
the power to make the order accepting 
the new bonds and releasing the surety 
company. However, the court said that 
this had no application to such a case, 

“This opinion is in line with the weight 
of authority elsewhere, and the court in 
deciding the case cited, with approval, 
the leading decisions on the subject. See 
Southern Surety Co. vs. Bertha W. Cole.” 





American Surety Wins Case 


RICHMOND, VA., July 20—The Ameri- 
can Surety is winner by an opinion 
given by the Virginia supreme court of 
appeals in a case involving the question 
of whether that company could be held 
liable for loss on a guardianship bond 
charged against a priority surety, the 
American Bonding of Baltimore, since 
reinsured in the Fidelity & Deposit, the 
amount involved being $3,645.30. Alleged 
to be in default and insolvent, Curtis E. 
Gresham, the first guardian, with the 
American Bonding as surety, was re- 
moved and Samuel W. Cockrell was ap- 
pointed in his stead, with the American 
Surety on his bond. Gresham died with- 
out settling the account before this liti- 
gation was started and an effort was 
made to fix liability upon the second 
surety. The court held there was no 
liability. 





Write Unusual Bond Forms 


Many alert surety bond producers find- 
ing that contract bonds are at a low 
ebb, have turned their attention to so- 
liciting unique forms of bonds that are 
seldom thought of. One underwriter, for 
instance, is soliciting rubber tire con- 
cerns that guarantee their tires for a 
certain number of miles. A bond is

Another man is issuing bonds 
to be given to purchasers of check pro- 
tecting devices. The check protector 
manufacturer will guarantee that the 
purchaser will lose no money through 
use of the protection device and with it 
gives a bond of a surety company. Many 
of these unusual forms are being brought 
in the play by the ingenious agent. 


Writing Liquor Bonds 


The National Surety, United States Fi- 
delity & Guaranty and New Amsterdam 
Casualty have written liquor bonds very 
freely and as yet have had no claims. 
They feel that the business can be writ- 
ten safely, provided some collateral is 
put up or if the applicants for the bonds 
have property of some kind. Some of 
the company officials say that the bond 
gotten up by the Internal Revenue De- 
partment provides for forfeiture, even 
in case of minor infactions. The offi- 
cials, however, question the authority of 
any government functionary to formu- 
late a bond of this character, when there 
is no provision in the statutes for such 
severe exactions. There is a big demand 
for liquor bonds these days, as a num- 
ber of people have gone into the whole- 
sale business and are selling liquor to 
druggists, manufacturers and others who 
have occasion to use it.
